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may be mistaken. At any rate, if the 
Paragraph selected for practice on the 
reflexive verbs did not lend itself to the 
production of more appropriate ques- 
tions in German on the text, the editor 
might have so arranged the grammati- 
cal review as to choose another, better 
section for this work. I am even bold 
enough to believe that in this particu- 
lar Portion of the text the grammati- 
cal material might have been treated 
just as successfully, without violating 
the principles involved, and, the edi- 
tor's doubt to the contrary notwith- 
standing, I am fain to believe that I 
myself can do better, on occasion. It 
would be difficult to misjudge or to 
overlook the editor's intention in Ex- 
ercise VIII ; however, so far as "good 
will" is concerned I, for one, am un- 
willing, in matters editorial and per- 
taining to teaching, to accept the Latin 
adage Üt de-sint vires, tarnen est laii- 
danda voluntas. The editor may follow 
in his classroom whatever pedagogical 
principles he wishes, that is his own 



eoncern, but if he incorporates them in 
an edition meant for general use he 
must expect that they will be scrutin- 
ized as to whether they will pass mus- 
ter, and criticized if they do not. — 
Question VIII, 10 is not improved by 
the answer suggested in the editor's 
reply; and as I know from the ex- 
perience in my own class with this edi- 
tion, neither teacher nor pupil are apt 
to find this supposed Solution of a real 
difficulty. Besides, is Beide konnten 
nur mit Mühe die ScJmörkelschrift le- 
sen not as much of a whole sentence as 
Nur indem sie sich niederhogen, konn- 
ten beide die Sch^örkelschrift lesen? — 
Das sollt' ich meinen certainly is not 
ineorrect, ouly that is not the way the 
vocabulary — at least that of my copj^ — 
has it. Question X, 1 still sounds curi- 
ous to nie and to several of my German 
friends. — Mr. Busse is right in saying 
that there is no parenthesis in VIII, 6. 
It should read VIII, 5. I admit the 
slii» of the pen. — d — 
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
